Justice of the Peace 

Allen D. Morrison, 58-H Cres¬ 
cent, has been appointed Justice of 
the Peace for the Greenbelt area, 
it was disclosed this week. Mor¬

“Broadcast House” is the new 
TV-radio studio of WTOP-CBS in 
Washington, and last week my 
family and I attended a press pre¬ 
view of the newly-constructed 
building. We were guided around 
the maze of halls, stairways and 
high-ceiling rooms by a young uni¬ 
versity student, and ended up with 
refreshments served from one of 
the real kitchens installed for a 
TV program. 

The typical TV studio has spots, 
fluorescent light banks, and ad¬ 
justable light fixtures hanging 
from a spider-web of steel ribbons 
on the ceiling. A cat-walk sur¬ 
rounds the room, and small glass- 
enclosed booths are set on one 
side of the room. Three TV 
cameras are assigned to each 
studio. We saw the storage room 
for “sets” which consisted of back¬ 
drops, furniture, and a screen up¬ 
on which slides are projected to 
provide backgrounds. 

Cables are enclosed in wire mesh 
guards and kept out of the way 
along wall conduits. The ’entire 
feeling is one of “function” with 
very little decoration apparent. It 
is a place to work, and the trans¬ 
formation of glamour that takes 
place on tlie TV set at home seems 
all the more remarkable. 

Of great interest to my children 
were the studios for Pick Temple 
and Billy Johnson. After receiv¬ 
ing pictures of their two favorites 
they gazed wonderingly at Billy 
Johnson’s mailbox and gaped when 
the guide stated: “That is where 
Lady lies during the program.” 

Elsewhere in the building are 
small rooms where movies are 
transmitted (they are not picked 
off a screen, but are broadcast 
automatically), wire and tape edi¬ 
ted, out-of-town transmissions re¬ 
ceived and sent out, and small'er 
studios for radio programs which 
we were asjsured is not a dead 
medium. There was even a “Chris¬ 
tine Room” which can be used 
for both radio and TV broadcasts. 

Later we met the weatherman, 
Louis Allen, who obligingly drew 
a “woodle” on the back of the pic¬ 
ture cards for the children. Arch 
McDonald strolled in later, looking 
lost, and enjoyed a cup of coffee. 

Although the whole TV industry 
seemed “de-glamorizC'd” for us on 
the tour, we were struck by the 
warmth and cordiality of all those 
associated with ‘Broadcast House.’ 
'Ihey seamed to be a group devoted 
to giving the best in TV entertain¬ 
ment, and were happy to have a 
building which would make this 
task easier, enjoyable and worth¬ 
while. 

We got home in time to see 
Louis Allen charting the weather 
on an easel we had touched an 
hour earlier, and Morrie Seigel 
spouting on sports behind a desk 
and in front of a bookcase lined 
with fake, hollow books.

N.W. He was introduced by John 
Mellen, regional manager of the 
tri-state region of ^he Farm Bu¬ 
reau Insurance Companies. 

Msgr. Mac Lean described the 
religious motivation of the Euro¬ 
pean pioneers cf the cooperative 
movement. He outlimed the stimu¬ 
lation by religious forces of mod 
ern development of co-ops in Cana¬ 
da and the U.S.A. 

Lecturer at the first Institute 
session on February 3 was Austin 
Van der Slice, chairman of the so- 
ciology department of American 
University. He described the 
growth of co-ops from the tiny 
Toad Lane store in Rochdale, Eng¬ 
land, to today’s giant co-op facto-- 
Ties, mills and stores. 

Next in the series of six lectures 
will be given on February 17 by 
Allan G. Gruchy, professor of eco¬ 
nomics at the University of Mary¬ 
land Prof. Gruchy will speak on 
“Changing Economic Systems and 
the Cooperative Movement.” 

The Institute will continue on 
Wednesday evenings through 
March 10. Lectures start at 8 p.m. 
and are followed at 9 p.m. by an 
hour’s discussion period. All ses¬ 
sions will be held at the Friends 
Meeting House. 

The series is sponsored by the 
Potomac Cooperative Federation, 
educational arm of consumer co¬ 
ops in the Washington metropoli¬ 
tan area.
